Nutrition is 
definitely tied up with the future of 
agrirulture, and there is hardly a 


reader of this column who isn’t direct 


ly or indirectly affected by this prir 
ary industry. 

An expansion of Canadian agrvicul- 
ture is looked for after the war, and 


it is believed that its greatest inter- 
ests lie in the export market. Nutri- 
tionists emphasize that the food 
standard of the world, even at the 
best of times, are far below the level 
necessary for really good health. 


Even in Canada, whih has had one ol 


the highest food standards of any 
country, consumption of food per per- 
son has risen since the war. In re- 
spect of some foods, however, it is 


still well below the desirable nutri- 


tional level. 
Here in this connection are a few 
pertinent facts. The total Canadian 


civilian intake of food per person per 
year was 999.8 pounds in the period 
1935-89, It rose to 1,025.8 pounds in 
1941 and 1942 
In 1948 the average total intake was 
1,088 pounds per civilian.

This curt allmeaning statement was 
flung at me by a farmer in Western 
Manitoba during a recent visit to his 
farm. And without waiting for a 
reply he pointed to a nearby field 
adding, “See those long, narrow 
trenches, shoe-string gulleying they 
call it. That's all come in my life- 
time. Over on the far side of the sec- 
tion where that large field is hilly, 
the top of the hills are now white 
and all the silt has been washed down 
into the hollows. I get good yields 
from the low-lands but hardly any- 
thing grows on the higher grounds 
that shows this deterioration.” 


“I'm not a technical man but I’m 
practical enough to know that my 
land is taking a licking and unless 
something is done to remedy it it’s 
not going to be able to support me 
and my family. My tather always got 
good crops from almost every section 
of the farm. We didn’t know what 
erosion was in those days but I guess 
it was going on unnoticed by most of 
us farmers until the experts pul Us 
wise.” 

In the next breath he put me on the 
spot by asking how many farmers in 
Western Canada practice soil conser- 
vation. I told him I could not answer 
his question but agreed with him that 
they were far too few in number. i 
did indicate, however, that more and 
more farmers are taking a keener in 
terest in soil an water conservation 
practices, although some still appear 
reluctant to take the matter seriously. 
I was going to cite numerous insten- 
ces where this work was al immedi 
ate need but this was not necessary. 
He had plenty of visible evidence and 
readily recognized it, 

He went on to say how he was g0- 
seek expert advice and men 
tinoed the P. F. R. A., Professer Joe 
Ellis of the University of Manitoba 
and the men who do similar work in 
Saskatchewan and Alberta.

His buildings 
were a little newer than most of those 
in the community.

The procedure for the present con- 
tinuing check, although being notified to employers in “Notice 
to Employers and their Male Employees”, which is now being 
mailed, is identical with that set forth in “Employers’ Guide’, 
which covered the check made before May Ist, 1944. 


Employers are asked to remember that they do not report on 
men who do possess the necessary documents—only on those 
who fail to present documents for examination, or where there 
is doubt that the document presented actually proves good 
standing. 

The employers of Canada co-operated very satisfactorily on the 
first check, made up to May Ist last. This co-operation was 
decidedly helpful, and is very much appreciated. Further co- 
operation is now earnestly requested.
